Columbus, November 23.— Ohio leads 


all states of the union in the collection 


of labor statistics. 
This is shown by 


the twenty-seventh annual report of 


the 
state 
department of labor filed 


with Governor Nash Saturday by Hor. 


M. I). Ratchford, commissioner or tne 
department. 
The report devotes itself 
entirely to general manufactures and 
mining, the publication of recent labor 
laws and court decisions, and the an­ 
nual reports of the free public 
em 
ployraent offices of the state. The man­ 
ufacturing industries, although treated 
collectively in the state summary for 
the sake of comparison, have been sub­ 
divided or classified into two parts 
The first relates to manufactures of 
all kinds, and the second, to the steel, 
iron and tin plate industry alone. The 
returns of the mining Industry 
are 
computed in the same manner, 
with 
special classification for coal mining, 
fire clay, iron ore, lime and sand stone 
and crude oil or petroleum. 
The establishment reporting under 
these headings for the year 
clearly 
place Ohio in the lead of her sister 
slates in the collection of industrial 
statistics through 
Ifs labor 
bureau. 
This is most particularly true in the 
case as applied to general manufac­ 
tures, in which the results have been 
most satisfactory. 
The returns relat­ 
ing 
to 
manufacture 
number 5,865, 
while the mining industry shows 815, 
or a total of 6,630 establishments and 
mining plants reporting. 
A comparison of these figures show 
an increase in manufactures alone .if 
536 establishments over last report, an 
increase for the last four years, th? 
period of Mr. Ratchford’s adm inistra 
(ions, of almost IOO per cent over the 
four preceding 
years. 
The 
list 
of 
properties included, with comparative 
ly few exceptions, is limited 
to 
the 
railroad or shipping mines in the m in­ 
eral classification. 
The great extent and diversity of 
the state's manufactures can best 
b* 
comprehended by a study of the tables 
accompanying the report. 
The stat is 
Heal features of these tables have al­ 
ready been given in this paper. 
It 
should 
not 
be 
overlooked that the 
class of industries commonly known a , 
“ hand trades,” important as they are 
and representing as they do so large 
a proportion of labor and wealth of 
the state, do not belong strictly to 
this classification, as they 
are 
en­ 
gaged chiefly or wholly in building or 
construction and in the several lines 
of remodeling, improving, repairing of 
all grades and character.

“Any one who notes the number of 
school children who daily visit the 
Carnegie library will understand that 
it must be a serious task to put in the 
hands of these young people the pro­ 
per reading material. 
“A fondness for reading as a pre­ 
ferred form of idleness is not neces­ 
sarily a love for books. It may be an 
occupation which needs close atten­ 
tion and direction to prevent 
what 
may become a bad habit. 
‘■Realizing that without this super­ 
vision many children were reading in 
a haphazard fashion. 
A plan for dis 
covering what each individual was 
doing was decided upon at a teachers’ 
meeting last month. 
“Tho above stated questions were 
given out in each school and from the 
answers Miss Baker is preparing a de­ 
tailed report. 
The report is not yet 
finished hut from five grades, being 
the fourth to eighth inclusive, 
some 
rather interesting information as to 
tho reading habit not only 
of 
tho 
children but the community in gen­ 
eral has been obtained. 
Only nine 
children out of 199 said they read ro 
newspapers. 
Many read all of tim 
city papers and Pittsburg beside. Sev­ 
enty-five had no card from the Car^ 
negle library but IR of these read from 
Sunday school libraries. 
Varied ani 
divers reasons wore given for not be­ 
ing card holders; that it was too far. 
that it had been neglected, that there 
were plenty of books at home to read. 
The last named was rather amusing. 
as in several cases where that was 
given as the papers showed that they 
had read no books In many months.

tery; it Is probable that very often 
th y do not And them.

house bore a proper number he could 
And his custom ers without difficulty 
even on a street he hail never before 
visited.

Mt r.ths ago the people w ere prom ­ 
ised that the m atter of renum berlu 
the houses of this city w as to he taken 
up and pushed to completion. 
Aft r 
years of persistent urging on th e part 
of press and people council was finally 
prevailed upon to place signs at street 
corners, designating the nam es of the 
different 
thoroughfares. 
Although 
many of these signs a re construct 
with an utter disregard of the r u b s of 
orthography, they are plain enough to 
be understood and so serve th eir pur­ 
pose. 
Hut as regards house number*, 
the old conditions still prevail. Houses 
th at are numbered are num bered r e ­ 
gardless of any rule or system , and 
it is no unusual thing to find dwellings 
situated side by side, one bearing a 
num ber at least a hundred higher th a i 
its neighbor. 
T nere are m any houses 
that have stood for years on which 
no trace of a num ber is discoverable, 
while, as for new houses, th ere 
are 
whole blocks and whole streets 
of 
them w here no pretense at. num bering 
is made. 
How the mail c arriers find 
the persons to whom letters are 
ad­ 
d o s s e d in such localities is a 
mys­ 
tery; it is probable that very often 
th y do not find thorn. 
A new man on 
a grocer’s wagon, for instanee, finds 
th at learning his route is a labor of 
days if not of weeks, whereas, if eveiv 
house bore a proper num ber he could 
find his custom ers w ithout difficulty 
even on a street he had never before 
visited. 
If unnum bered houses are a 
nuisance to residents, they are a very 
serious m atter 
for 
strangers. 
The 
transaction of business is retarded in 
a m anner that is both expensive and 
provoking. 
Considering that the cost 
of supplying a house w ith a plain and 
easily read num ber is b u t a trifle, the 
neglect to do so is som ething to Ie* 
wondered at. There are ordinances re­ 
lating to the m atter; but, as is the 
e a s e 'w ith o th er city laws, it appears 
to be nobody'8 business 
to 
en fore > 
them. 
T h e fact th at a stra n g e r m in t 
enquire his way about in a city of the 
size of E as t Liverpool as if he were 
on a back country cross-road is not 
creditable to our reputation for en te r­ 
prise. 
T he m atter should receive the 
a tten tio n of the au thorities ami some

Chauncey Abrams, also a Seneca, 
acting for Chief Corn Planter, lifted 
the ’ horns” from the casket and, pre­ 
senting them to Mr. Keppler, informed 
him that he had been selected to take 
"The Great White Mother's” office. 
Then turning to the coffin he said: 
“I wish you, Ga-Ie-WarNoh, a safe 
and happy journey to the spirit land.” 
Mr. Keppler, in accepting the an­ 
cient “horns,” promised to faithfully 
administer the trust imposed in him 
by his red brethren. 
Chief Corn Planter's Grief. 
Chief Corn Planter followed, wear­ 
ing under his vest a red sash, the 
badge of the high priest of the Gon- 
Oi-Din “religion.” 
He expressed his 
grief in. a few words of broken Ens- 


lish, while tears streamed down JTfs 
face, and then sank back in his chair, 
buried his face in his hands and wepf 
Dark Cloud, a magnificent looking 
Indian, with hair streaming below his 
broad shoulders, said: 
“I am not a Seneca, but come of 
the Denikee tribe. 
I know 'The Groat 
White Mother,’ as every red man in 
this land knows her. 
She studied the 
Indians’ religion, the true religion. 
It 
is founded on the true God. 
Our God 
touched this woman’s heart and she 
understood us. 
She was the angel of 
God. 
We may not have a Christ in 
our religion, but we have a mediator, 
and she was the great mediator be 
tween the whites aud the Indian. 
We 
see our God—we hear our God. 
We 
see Him in the trees, in the rivers and 
even in a blade of graas, Just as we 
hear him in the rustle of the leaves in 
our forests. 
Ours is the God of na­ 
ture. 
She was a leader to us. 
She 
aspired to better things. 
We lorod 
her and now she is gone from us. But 
while we are sad, it is for us that wa 
are sad, not for her, because we know 
she is happy. We are sad because we 
are left alone. 
I think ours 1b the 
sweetest of all the religions." 
Addresses were also made by Chief 
Longfellow, Morris Leigh and Carlos, 
an Aztec Indian from Mexico.

Washington, Nov. 23.—The Panama 
commissioners, Dr. Amador and Mr 
Boyd, left the city, presumably for 
New York, where M. Bunau-Varllla, 
the minister from Panama, has pre­ 
ceded them. 
The Colombian commissioners from 
the slate of Bolivar, arrived at Wash­ 
ington. 
They are: 
Donieco Jiminez 
and Antonio R. Blanco. 
They are ac­ 
companied by their secretary, Julio C. 
Zuniga. 
The party at once called on 
Dr. Herran, the charge of the Colom­ 
bian legation. 
When the commission­ 
ers left their native country all was 
obscurity and confusion there regard­ 
ing the condition of affairs on the 
isthmus, except that it was known 
that a revolution had taken place. 
They came to Washington to get a 
clear understanding of the situation. 
Events on the isthmus, however, fol­ 
lowed each other with such rapidity 
that the commissioners were fully in­ 
formed of the state of affairs before 
they reached Washington. 
The com­ 
missioners have no diplomatic func­ 
tions whatsoever, said Dr. Herran, 
and whatever report they take back 
to their own country will be made to 
the governor of Bolivar only. 
Admiral Coghlan has telegraphed to 
the navy department the departure of 
General Keyes, the Colombian peace 
commissioner, from Colon by steamer 
to one of the gulf ports. 
General Salazar's Views. 
Panama, Nov. 23.—General Victor 
Salazar, formerly governor of the de 
pertinent of Panama and who during 
the last revolution was supreme com­ 
mander of all the Colombian forces on 
th® isthmus, has r>®en requested to 
give his opinion concerning the pres­ 
ent trend of affairs on the isthmus 
and telegraphs from Palmyra in the 
department of Cauca: 
“I consider the movement unworthy 
and unpatriotic. 
I deplore it deeply, 
because in each Panamanian I see n 
friend and brother and because for 
that land I would wish only days ef 


glory and welfare. 
The road it fol­ 
lows leads to suicide, and even now 
it is not too late to reflect and save 
Panama the horrible consequences. 
“The departments of Cauca and An- 
tioquia and the whole of Colombia, 
without, political or social distinctions, 
will rise like one man to defend the 
national 
integrity. 
General 
Uribe- 
Uribe, General Benjamin Herrera and 
ail Liberals have offered their service i 
to tho government. 
An army of IOO,- 
OOO men now being organized, and *f> 
be commended by both Liberal and 
Conservative leaders, will soon march 
on the isthmus. 
The fact that Amer­ 
ican help was asked for and accepted 
by Panama characterizes the move­ 
ment as treasonable to tho fatherland 
misleading in sentiment and offensive 
to the national dignity.” 
Since 1902, when Admiral Casey re­ 
fused to permit transportation of Co­ 
lombian troops on the Panama rail­ 
road, General Salazar has entertained 
a bitter dislike for the people of the 
United States. At thai time he cabled 
a sensational protest to the world 
against the action of Admiral Casey. 
Not Frightened at Statement. 
General Salazar is most Influential 
among the younger element of the Co­ 
lombians. 
He is courageous and en­ 
ergetic, but of a Quixotic nature, and 
probably believes that bis statem ent 
that an army of 100,000 is being or­ 
ganized will stun tho people of tho 
new republic 
It is believed hero that any organi­ 
zation of a big army by Colombia will 
result in the downfall of President Mar 
roquin’s government, brought about by 
the Liberals or by a combination of 
the 
Nationalists headed by former 
'President Caro. 
Managua, Nov. 23,—President Mar- 
roquin, of the republic of Colombia, 
has sent a circular to President Zelaya, 
of Nicaragua, asking for his moral 
support in dealing with the present 
situation on tho isthmus. 
President 
Zelaya lias telegraphed to the prod 
dents of all tho Central American 
countries, proposing to them that they 
combine with him in an answer to 
President Marroquin. 
The idea has 
been accepted by the various execu­ 
tives, but it has not yet been decided 
what form the combined answer will 
take. 
President Zelaya recently was Pres 
ident 
Marroqtiin’s 
bitterest enemy, 
openly aiding the Colombian L ib era l 
in their efforts to overthrow Marro­ 
quin during the last revolution.
